file  Roman  Empire  ;  and  it  is  here  said 
that  they  were  to  hate  her,  and  destroy 
Iier,  and  burn  her  flesh  with  fire. 

T'liese  Jews  were  ever  ready  to  insti¬ 
gate  persecutions  against  the  disciples 
of  Jesus.  And  there  was  scarcely  a 
city,  into  which  the  apostles  entered, 
that  the  synagogue  there  established, 
did  not  excite  tire  Gentiles  to  persecute 
them.  See  Acts  17  and  18.  And  this, 
perhaps,  is  what  may  be  unrlerstood  by 
‘•making  war  with  the  lamb,”  verse  14. 

The  18tli  chapter  gives  us  a  view  of 
the  Great  Ciltj  on  the  verge  of  destruc¬ 
tion.  'i  he  mighty  angel  is  introduced, 
saying,  Babylon  is  fallen,  &c.  and  “an¬ 
other  voice  from  heaven.”  The  warn¬ 
ings  of  Christ,  Matt.  24,  &c.,  calls  up¬ 
on  the  Christians  to  make  their  escape.

In  tlie  7ih  verse  she  is  represented, 
‘4  sit  a  queen  and  am  no  widow  and 
shall  see  no  sorrow.”  We  have  not  un¬ 
dertaken  to  show  how  these  prophecies 
correspond  with  liistorv,  but  to  class 
them  with  other  prophecies,  and  show 
wlien  they  were  to  be  fulfliled,  and  up^- 
on  whom.  But  it  is  well  known  that 
this  very  sentiment  was  etpresserl  by 
the  Jews,  even  in  the  “very  straitness 
of  the  siege,”  and  that  they  ilepended 
upon  tiieir  connexion  with  God,  as  a 
cliosen  people,  for  deliverance,  and  said 
that  it  was  God’s  own  city,  and  could 
iiut  be  taken. 

'l  lie  8th  vc.-'se  describes  the  sudden¬ 
ness  of  their  overthrow,  that  it  “should 
come  in  one  day.”  “Therefore  slial} 
her  plagues  come  upon  her  in  one  day  ; 
ileatii  anil  mourning  and  famine  ;  and 
nhe  shall  be  utterly  burned  with  fire.” 
U'iiile  famine  continued  thus  to  spread 
its  tlestructive  rage  through  the  city,  Iho 
Romans,  after  many  ineffectual  at¬ 
tempts,  at  length  succeeded  in  demol¬ 
ishing  part  of  the  inner  wall,  possessed 
themselves  of  the  great  tower  of  Anto¬ 
nia,  and  advanced  towards  the  temple, 
which  Titus  in  a  council  of  war,  had 
determined  to  preserve  as  an  ornament 
of  his  success;  but  the  Aliiiig’ity  had 
determined  otherwise  ;  for  now  in  the 
revolution  of  ages,  was  arrived  that  fa¬ 
tal  day  (tlie  lOtli  of  August)  emphati¬ 
cally  calleil  ‘a  day  of  vengeance,’  (Luke 
xxi.  21.)  on  which  the  temple  had  for¬ 
merly  been  destroyed  by  the  king  of 
Babylon.  A  Roman  soldier,  urged  at 
he  declared  by  a  divine  impulse,  regard* 
less  of  the  command  of  Titus,  climbed 
on  the  shoulders  of  another,  and  ihretf 
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feHamln:;  brand  into  tbe  golden  window  j 
of  the  'Pcmple  ;  which  instantly  set  the  | 
building  on  Bre.  The  Jewj,  anxious  j 
above  all  things  to  save  that  sacred  edi- 1 
lice,  with  a  dreadful  outcry,  rushed  in  | 
«o  extinguish  the  flames.”  'ritusaUol 
*'in  vain  waved  his  hand,  and  raised  | 
his  voice,  commanding  his  soldiers  toj 
extinguish  the  fire.”  “  The  Romans,  i 
wilfully  deaf,  instead  of  extinguishing' 
the  flames,  spread  them  widei  and  wi 
der.”  ‘'They  rushed  furiously  upon 
them,”  (the  Jews)  and  murdered  them 
indiscriminately  ^  even  “the  unarmed 
poor  and  sick  persons,  were  slaughter-! 
ed  without  mercy.”  “Multitudes  ofi 
Ihe  dea«l  and  dying  were  heaped  uponj 
the  altar — while  the  steps  that  leil  from  ^ 
it  into  the  inner  court,  were  literally  j 
deluged  with  blood.’’  Titus  now  “per- 1 
ceiving  that  the  sanctuary  had  not  yet; 
caught  fire,  redoubled  his  efflH  ts  to  stop  | 
the  progress  of  the  flames — l)ut  all  was  ; 
in  vain.”  At  length  he  and  his  officers: 
were  compelled  to  retire,  ainl  none  re-j 
tnained  to  check  its  fury.  And  the  “ito-  j 
mans,  exasperated  to  the  highest  pitch  ; 
against  the  Jews,  seized  every  person  : 
whom  they  could  find,  and  without  the! 
least  regard  to  sex,  age  or  quality,  first  ^ 
plundered  and  then  slew  them.  The! 
old  and  the  young,  the  common  people  i 
and  the  priests,  those  who  surrendered  ; 
and  those  who  resisted,  were  equally 
involved  in  this  horrible  and  indiscrimi¬ 
nate  carnage.”  Thus  we  see,  that  lite¬ 
rally  “death,  mourningand  famine  came 
upon  her  in  one  day.”  Jt  was  contra¬ 
ry  to  our  intention  to  parallel  any  of 
these  prophecies  with  history,  but  as 
this  prophecy  has  been  particularly  con¬ 
sidered  as  referring  to  more  distant 
events,  we  shall  depart  from  it  fur  once 
upon  this  chapter.

Dear  Sir — The  recent  discussion  at  Theresa 
forms  the  occasion  of  this  letter,  for  which,  I  trust, 
no  apology  will  be  required.  The  ouestion  then 
under  consideration — Is  the  punisknunt  of  the 
wicked  endless  1  is  universally  admitted  to  be  of 
▼ait  importance  to  mankind.  It  may  be  consid¬ 


ered  paramount  to  all  other  subjects,  which  ran* 
occupy  the  rational  powers  of  man.  At  the  dis-j 
cii.ssioii,  to  which  I  have  alluded,  I  had  the  satis-' 
faction  of  witnessing  a  degree  of  charity  and  can- 
rlor  seldom  exercised  on  similar  occasions.  Voii. 
professed  to  he  open  to  conviction — 1  make  tire 
same  profession.  \Vc  mutually  agreed  that  more 
time  might  be  profitably  devoted  to  the  di.sriis- 
sion  of  the  question.  Being  willing  to  communi¬ 
cate  or  receive  further  light  on  a  sulij  'ct  so  nio- 
!  meiitou.s,  I  now  ofl"-r  you  the  privilege  of  discus¬ 
sing  it  in  writing.  I  make  this  proposal  with  the 
greatest  pleasure,  b  'caiise  I  am  .satisfi  -d  I  shall 
not  thereby  be  obliged  to  contend  with  a  purblind 
bigot,  hut  with  a  man  of  intelligence  and  candor. 

I  shall  begin  by  endeavoring  to  show  that  the

the  judges.  The  decision  was  merely  nominal — 
was  made  without  summing  up  the  evidence  or!

You  tacitly  admitted  that  there  was  no  law! 
given  to  man  and  recorded  in  the  Old  Testament, 
the  p/omt/y  of  which  is  endless  misery.  Youad-‘ 
milted  timt  punishment  is  not  endless  in  its  na-' 
ture.  You  lalsired  to  prove  the  doctrine  of  a  gen¬ 
eral  judgment  ri  a  future  world.  You  depended 
principally  on  the  parable  of  the  sheep  and  goats, 
and  the  meaning-ol'the  word  everUsling  when  ap-j 
plied  to  the  scenes  of  eternity.  You  labored  to 
show  that  life  and  death  arc  set  before  mankind,! 
and  they  can  choose  or  refuse  either,  &c.  I 

To  the  above  it  was  replied  that  the  Old  Tes-' 
famont  contains  no  Taw,  the  penalty  of  wliich,  s 
endless  misery;  then  the  world  must  have  he  n 
ignorant  of  such  penalty,  at  least  lOdO  years.  If 
punishment  be  limited  in  its  nalnre — T  the  s'lbject . 
must  determine  the  meaning  of  indefinilt  words  ; ' 
then  every  word  of  etpdroe.il  signification,  when 
applied  to  punishment,  must  be  used  in  a  restricted 
sense.  If  the  doctrine  of  a  general  judgment  be. 
proved,  it  wdll  not  follow  that  punishment  is  end-  , 
less ;  but  the  evidences  produced  were  shown  to ; 
be  insufKcient  to  establish  that  cloctrine.  Tiic' 
parable  of  the  sheep  and  goals  was  proved,  by 
the  words  of  Christ,  to  relate  to  events  which 
transpired  during  the  natural  lives  of  some  who 
heard  those  words.  The  meaning  of  the  word 
everlasting,  and  i  verv  other  word  of  indefinite  sig¬ 
nification,  must  b“  rietermined  by  the  nature  of 
the  subject  to  wliich  it  is  applied,  in  every  part  of 
time,  in  every  period  of  eternity.  It  was  unan-, 
swerably  proved  that  man  never  had  the  oppor-, 
tuiiity  to  secure  endless  happiness,  nor  incur  end-  ' 
less  misery,  by  his  works.  What  were  the  argii- 
m'jnts  used  to  prove  the  negative?  Though  the' 
rules  of  argumentation  did  not  require  us  to  prove 
a  negative,  yet,  after  a  due  examination  of  the  ar- ' 
guments  in  the  alfirm.'itive,  it  would  have  been  , 
proved  that  the  m-aning  of  the  words  ecerltsUng, ' 
forever,  &c.  must  be  determined  by  the  nature  of 
the  subject  to  wliich  they  are  applied ;  but  the ' 
correctness  of  this  rule  was  admitted  by  one  of 
the  disputants  in  the  afiirmalivc,  therefore  it  was 
not  argu'^d.  It  was  proved  that  the  promises  of, 
God,  including  spiritual  blessings  in  Christ,  un¬ 
conditionally  embr.scc  the  whole  human  race, 
and  that  there  is  no  law  which  can  prevent  the:
